It has caused all this trouble and about 
ruined his business.”’ 


PLOTTING TO COVER PLOTS. 


The Threads of a Gigantic Conspiracy 
Shown to the Grand Jury. 

Mr. John F. Beggs, Senior Guardian or ex- 
Senior Guardian of che notorious Camp 20 
of the Clan-na-Gael, spent Tuesday night and 
last night under lock and key in the West 
Madison Street Station. Mr. Beggs is a 
much-wanted person in connection with the 
Cronin murder. But when the police wanted 
him recently he was not to be found easily. 
His office is practically closed. His con- 
science made him uneasy and he roamed 
about at large. The authorities are con- 
vinced that he has guilty knowledge of the 
murder at the least, and thought it would not 
be safe to let him out of sight. 

State’s Attorney Longenecker reprimanded 
the officers a few days ago for allowing Mr. 
Beggs to roam around loosely. Superin- 
tendent Hubbard, taking the hint, took the 
liberty of locking up the ex-Senior Guard- 
ian. 

Neither Mr. Longenecker nor Chief Hub- 
bard will tell what evidence they have 
against Beggs. The character of that evi- 
dence, however, is understood. 

There is no question that a mock trial of 
Cronin was ordered in the inner circle ot 
Camp 20. Beggs must have been privy to 
that trial. That being so he must be held as 
daccessery to the murder. But Beggs must 
have got his order for the trial either from a 
member of the executive or the district 
member. Mr. Edward Spellman of Peoria 
is the district member. He has sworn 
that he issued no order for Cronin’s 
trial. But he has not fully ex- 
plained his association with Dan Coughlin 
on the occasion of the latter’s visit to Peoria 
last March. Nor has he fully explained the 
disbanding of Camp 20, or the threat or 
attempt to disband it. A subpoena was sent 
to the Sheriff of Peoria County yesterday 
morning for Mr. Spellman. If he tails to obey 
that subpoena ‘measures will be taken to 
compel his attendance. 

It is quite likely, however, that Spellman 
speaks the truth when he says that he did 
not order a trial of Cronin. He was not 
authorized under the rulestodo so. But in 
Camp 20 the rules appear to have beep more 
honored in the breach than in the observ- 
ance. The order, to be regular, should pro- 
ceed from a member of the executive. There 
are two members of the executive residing 
in Chicago—Mortimer Scanian and Larry 
Buckley. Scanian was a friend of Cronin; 
Buckley was unfriendly. Did Buckley issue 
the order for the trial? 

Tais is a question which the grand jury is 
now seeking to solve. Several Clan-na-Gael 
men were questioned on this subject yester- 
day, but no satisfactory answer was elicited. 
The investigation will proceed in the same 
direction today. It will be in the main about 
Camp 20. 

By way of diversion yesterday some wit- 
nesses were examined in reference to a non- 
identification plot of which the State’s At- 
torney was informed. As the story reached 
Mr. Longenecker it was that a number of 
Clan-na-Gael leaders in the southern portion 
of the city, belonging to Camp 16, which 
meets on Twenty-second street, and to the 
Stock-Yards camp, selected a number of per- 
sons, after Cronin’s body was discovered, and 
directed them to proceed tothe Lake View 
Station and testify that the body was not 
that of Cronin. It is certain that a delega- 
tion such as is described did visit Lake View. 
Their mission became known and Cronin’s 
friends refused them admission to 
the morgue. One of the _ delega- 
tion was a young priest, who has since 
deen talking entirely too much about the 
Cronin matter for his own good, saying that 
there was not a proper identification, etc. 
This clergyman is young and not quite as 
level-headed as a priestoughttobe. Another 
member was Dr. T. P. Shanahan. This phy- 
sician’s skill as an identifier was expected to 
be of service in this case. He was before the 
jury yesterday. If there was a plot in get- 
ting up the non-identifying party he did 
not know it. He did not suspect a plot, though 
he talked mysteriously about the affair. 
Half adozen saloonkeepers who were of the 
party also testified. They were as mild and 
bland as if they were in white aprons be- 
hind their own bars waiting on a Clan-na- 
Gael crowd. Their evidence was practically 
worthless. 

Indeed, the only important evidence of the 
day was that given by Dr. Cass and his friend, 
J. B. Von, who told about Coughlin's attempt 
to hire a fast horse for the night of the mur- 
der. Both were taken to the jail and identi- 
fied the ex-detective as the man who tried to 
negotiate with them. This is another strand 
in the rope that is being prepared for the ex- 
» detective. 

Among the witnesses to be called today or 
tomorrow will be a member of the firm of 
Schwartz, Dupee & Co. He will be calied to 
testify to some stock speculations in which 
Alexander Sullivan lost heavily in 1882 and 
1883. 

In this connection it is said the grand jury 
is sorely puzzled about evidence given them 
by another broker and a priest. Ihe priest 
was cailed to testify to Alexander Sullivan’s 
accounts and earnings in 1883 and 1854. 
After a cursory glance at the accounts he 
saw that they were all right, he said. But 
to satisfy himself as to Suliivan’s earnings 
or winnings he visited the broker Frank 
Johnson. The latter, he says, told him that 
Sullivan’s winnings were $54,000 in a brief 
time. Johnson followed the priest on the

SATURDAY CHICAGO TAKES HER son- 
UBBS UNDER HER WING, 


The Lake View Annexationists Especially 
Jubilant Over the Outiook—Harmony 
in the City—Drainage and Sewerage 
Matters in Hyde Park—An Official 
Notice About Order at the Polls—En- 
thuslastle Meetings:in Various Suburbs 
— Correspondence. 

„We will annex Lake View just as sure as 
the election takes place Saturday,“ said 
Secretary De Lang of the Annexation Com- 
mittee yesterday. It is impossible for the 
clique of politicians opposing us to win. We 
have the town thoroughly aroused. The 
people are with us. The work of our Campaign 
Committee has been well and fuithfully per- 
formed, and I do not think a single point has 
been overlooked that could possibly aid in 
securing popular favor tor our cause. 
Every objection urged by the ‘antis,’ who 
have been on the defensive throughout the 
contest, has been refuted, and hundreds of 
hesitating citizens have been convinced in 
this way that annexation is for the public 
good. The arguments have all been on one 
side, and on winding up our affairs 
Friday night we will be able 
to exhibit a clean record and 
a good balance on the credit side of public 
sentiment in favor of our cause. Our 
finances, which have not been exacted from 
political empioyés, have been economically 
expended, with large returns, and no bills 
will be leftunpaid. We have arrangements 
for a force of ticket-holders that cannot be 
bribed, and we will make the fight at the 
polls with a vigor and enthusiasm that will 
astonish the old political tricksters and ward 
strikers. Annexation will certainly carry 
two to one in Lake View, and my only ad- 
vice is for all decent ‘antis’ to realize that 
they are in bad company and that they had 
better join the annexation procession before 
it is too late.“ 6 

The enthusiasm of Mr. De Lang is shared 
by his colleagues on the Campaign Commit- 
tee, and they ure anticipating an increased 
vote because of the action of the Lake View 
Council in recklessly voting away valuable 
franchises. First the Aldermen voted an ex- 
penditure of $150,000 for a lake tunnel, and 
now they have given away an electric light 
franchise under circumstances which have 
aroused suspicion. 

HARMONIOUS ACTION IN THE CITY. 

The annexation movement has been placed 
on a non-partisan basis by the agreement of 
the county and city Republican and Demo- 
cratic committees to aid it. They have 
heartily indorsed it, ana at a meet- 
ing of the Democratic City Committee 
last evening a sub-committee composed 
of J. T. Burke, Henry Gelder, Capt. James H. 
Farrell, Ald: McGiilen, Wiliam Carmody, 
James McAndrews, and others was appoint- 
ed to attend a general conference at annexa- 
tion headquarters, No. 330 La Salle street, at 
2 o’clock this afternoon. There was no dis- 
sent expressed, and the unanimous senti- 
ment favored active measures, so that the 
city will be organized Saturday. 

This is in a line with the action of the Re- 
publican City Committee which met yester- 
day and arranged for ticket peddiers. All 
the county employés have volunteered their 
services, and wine City-Hall officials are 
counted on to issue instructions to their sub- 
ordinates so that they will assist also. 

SCHEMING HYDE PARK ANTIS.“ 

The antis of Hyde Park have flooded 
that village with a cunningly devised circu- 
lar attacking Chicago for desiring annexa- 
tion at this time so as to relieve her taxpay- 
ers Of some of the burden of paying for tne 
construction of the drainage canal. The 
statements bear the earmarks of the poli- 
ticlans who have been lobbying at Spring- 
field all winter in the interest of all sorts of 
queer measures, and they are without foun- 
dation of fact. It is chargea that if Hyde 
Park is annexed Saturday it will be included 
in the proposed drainage district, and yet the 
Drainage bill was amended to conform to the 
wishes of James P. Root and other 
Hyde Park “antis.” “It was part of the 
conspiracy,’’ the circular continues, to 
annex Hyde Park, Lake, Cicero, Jefferson, 
aud Lake View before the drainage district 
should be created,“ yet the “antis” cannot 
have forgotten that they insisted on Senator 
Crawford’s offering amendments which they 
desired incorporated in the Draiaage bill, 
and all of which were accepted. The provis- 
ion requiring the County Judge and a dulv 
authorized boarc to define the boundaries of 
the district was inserted at the solicitation 
of Mr. Root. Another of the ridiculous mis- 
representations in the circular is that Hyde 
Park can escape being included in the dis- 
trict by refusing to be annexed, when the 
law provides that any territory “not less 
than one-half a square mile in extent,” on 
petitioning the County Judge, can have the 
question of joining such district submitted 
to a vote of its people. 

THE SEWER QUESTION. 

Another sample of the desperate measures 
by which the antis“ are endavoring to de 
ceive tne voters is the assertion: 


The property-owners in the southern portion 


would be foolish indeed to vote for a scheme 
which means that they will help pay fora sewer 
outlet for Chicago, payin addition a three-mill 
tax for the construction of sewers within the 
present limits of Chicago, neither of which will 
be of any possible use to them; and then, when 
they want sewers themselves, be required, under 
the Annexation law, to pay special assessments 
for putting in sewers in frontof their own prop- 
erty. 

This argument has been refuted several 
times already. Superintendent Cheney of 
the City Service Department says on the 
subject: 

If Hyde Park or any of the other towns is 
annexed their sewers will be built just as 
at present. It is preposterous to suppose that 
the taxpayers in those towns would have to 
build their own sewers by spec.al assessment 
and at the same time contribute to our gen- 
eral city sewer fund. Cicero might as well 
come in now as at any other time or under 
any other conditions, because it has no 
se wers.“ 

“In the event of annexation can sewers be 
put in by property-owners on advancing 
money, which will be refunded subse- 
quently?’ 

‘“*Certainly. Where property-ownersin the 
city desire sewers all they have to do is to 
advance the money to the city. We then 
build the sewers and refund the money after 
a little time. This has been done frequently 
and is a good plan where property-owners 
desire to subdivide and put their lots on the 
market. We can do the work much cheaper 
than Hyde Park property-owners have it 
done now. The property-owners will simply 
lose the interest on their money.”’ 

NO “FUNNY WORK” AT THE POLLS. 

Tue annexationists don’t propose to give the 
police and the petty officials of the several 
suburbs any better chance to gain voters than 
any other citizen, and Chief Clerk Twohig 
of the Board of Election Commissioners yes- 
terday issued tne following official notice: 

In order to avoid crowding and disorderly con- 
duct at the polls, and also to prevent any undue 
interference with electors about to vote, it is 
ordered that while the polls are open no person 
but election officers be permitted to be or remain 
within ten feet of the window or opening at 
which ballots are received in any precinct. 

This shail apply to police and all other similar 
officers, but shall not apply to challengers, or 
electors voting, or in line awaiting an opportu- 
nity to vote. 

The Judges of Election are especially charged 
with the enforcement of this order, and will be 
held strictly responsible for any failure in this 
particular.

ENTHUSIASTIC ANNEXATIONIS TS. 


Large Crowds Attend Campaign Meetings 
and Applaud the Speakers—The Speeches. 

If the Town of Lake doesn’t give a good 
majority for annexation next Saturday a big 
proportion of its citizens will be disap- 
pointed, among them the several hundred 
who attended the enthusiastic annexation 
meeting at Lake Hall last evening. J. M. 
Evans was made Chairman of the meeting. 

“What every one wants,” said the first 
speaker, E. W. Atkinson, is the best gov- 
ernment for the least money. We are here 
on the borders of a great city, we are really 
a part of it, and ail our prosperity comes 
from’ it. Here we are, 80,000 citizens 
Scattered over as much territory as 
the whole City of Chicago. For 
the protection of Chicago citizens 
and property there are 1,200 policemen; to 
cover the same territoryin Lake we have 
ninety-five. We must have an adequate 
force and can have it without extra cost if 
we become a portion of the city. The same 
is true of the fire department. We already 
recognize the fact that we must have a cen- 
tral water supply. You know the experience 
of Englewood when that town ouilt its own 
water works. 
was raised in one year from $5,000,000 to 
$11,000,000 to bond a debt of $500, 000, and 
after pumping sand ana wind a few years 
the works are comparative a failure. What 
is more natural than that we should connect 
with the city mains at Forty-ulnth street? 

Do the anti-annexationists know!“ asked 
the speaker, “ that it will réquire three times 
the present assessed valuation of the Town 
of Lake to secure the same water power the 
city can furnish us! Nextyear the southern 
district will require 81 for school ex- 
beuses, and our taxes will give us just $60,- 
000, If annexation isn’t to be we must crip- 
ple our schools. 4 

The territory of the Town of Eäke and of 
Chicago is the same and ine sewage de- 
mands will be the same. bile Lake has 
spent $21,000 for sewer mains Chicago has 
spent $7,000,000. How many years will 
it be until the Towm of Lake can 
afford to spend $7,000,000 on sewage? 
As we stand we are helpless; annexed we 
will be a part of a great city, and I firmly 
believe when the sun down Satur- 
day night that it will see the Town of Lake 
wiped out of existence.” 

L. H. Bisbee of Hyde Park was asked to 
make a speech. 5 

There is certainly one good reason why 
the Town of Lake should ‘vote for annexa- 
tion,“ he said. The same school districts 
run right through both Lake and Hyde Park. 
Hyde Park is certain to go tor anpexation.

HEAVY FAILURE AT ST. PAUL. 


The Eureka improvement Company Forced 
to the Wall—The Liabilities, 

Sr. Paul, Minn., June 26.— [Special.] — The 
largest business smashup that has occurred 
in St. Paul in many years came to Light this 
afternoon in the assignment of the Eureka 
Improvement Company. The amount in- 
volved is $700,000, considerable of which is 
held by Eastern parties. Stock is held by 
St. Paul business-men as follows: D. D. Lor- 
rill, $100,000; Dr. J. H. Bryant, $100,000; A. 
M. Lawton, $25,000; A. E. Clark, $50,000; C. 
W. Clark, $25,000; Thomas T. Smith, $72,000; 
and J. W. Jamison, $14,000. 

The Eureka Company was organized to 
deal in lands and electric motor enterprises 
in South St. Paul. The assignment was 
made to Thomas T. Smith, one of the largest 
stockholders, on an attachment suit brought 
by Fowble and Fitz, surveyors. The crisis 
was exvected, and real estate circles were 
well prepared to meet it. 

The company was organized about two 
years ago to conséfuct and operate an elec- 
tric motor with termini at South Park and 
Minneapolis. The company fought for a long 
time with the City Council to secure a fran- 
chise for its provosed elevated road, an ex- 
perimental mile of which it had already 
built at South Park at a cost of $50,000. After 
much dickering between the city and the 
company the Council offered to grant a fran- 
chise to the company with the privilege of a 
right ot way to the west bank of the river, 
but further than that the Council failed to 
grant. The company failed to secure the 
route through the city. and, after having 
already purchased large and valuable tracts 
of land in Dakota County along their pro- 
posed line, the company was forced to care 
for and maintain its great property holding. 
The market declined and the concern was 
thus crippled. The stockholders will lose 
nearly half a million. The indebtedness, 
which 1s about $700,000, is nearly all secured 
by mortgages.

BURKE was REMANDED. 


THE CASE AGAINST THE SUSPECT 
WILL BE HEARD TUESDAY. 


It Was Postponed Until That Date to Give 
the Chicago Officers Time to Present 
Their Evidence— Winnipeg Ufficials Dis- 
inclined to Talk About the Kyneton 
Letter—Editor Rothaker of Omaha, Tri- 
angler Boland's Friend, Persists in As- 
serting That Dr. Cronin Is Not Dead. 

WIsniPeG, Man., June 26.—[Special.]— 

Burke is remanded until next Tuesday to 


allow evidence to arrive. Assistant State’s 


Attorney Baker will arrive Friday afternoon 
with all the necessary documents. Mr. 


Howell demands Saturday in which to look 


them over, and Monday is a legal holiday. 
Consequently Tuesday is the first available 
day. Mr. Howell examined just as tew wit- 
nesses as he could today, while Mr. Campbell 
tried to make him examine ail he had on 
hand. Martinson, Chief McRae, and Alex- 
ander Calder were not put on the stand, and 
the two latter Mr, Campbell was particularly 
anxious to examine in order to discover the 
source of their information on which the 
arrest was made. This is a point that 
seems to bother Mr. Campbell considerably. 
Burke was looking well when Gov. Lawlor 
brought him into court. He does not seem 
to have suffered from his confinement or to 
be at all nervous about the outcome. In fact, 
he does not look as though he knew what it 
was all about. His face has a brutal look, 
but shows little intelligence. After fifteen 
or twenty minutes’ wrestling with various 
legal documents Mr. Howell opened the case 
with a request for acontinuance. W. E. 
Perdue, associated with Mr. Campbell, ob- 
jected. The prisoner had been confined long 
enough without evidence, and some should 
be produced on which to hold him. 

Do you want eme to discharge him!“ 
asked Judge Bain. 
es, sir; if sufficient evidence is not pro- 
duced to hold him. They have had time to 
have it ready.“ 

Judge t Bain decided to proceed with the 
case and John M. Collins was called. He 
had known Dr. Cronin and had attended his 
funeral, but had not seen his body, so he 
could not swear that he was dead. He knew 
Burke, having first met him about eight or 
nine months ago. He had seen him frequent- 
ly and had talked with him four or five times. 
He had last seen him in Chicago about two 
weeks before the disappearance of Dr. 
Cronin. 

Have you, as an officer, ever searched for 
Martin Burke?’ asked Mr. Howell.

„When did that search begin!“ 

“Saturday, June 8.“ 

For wat were you searching for him!“ 

For connection with the Cronin murder.” 
He then described his identification of Burke 
at the police station. 

“Did you have any talk with him?”

I 
said: ‘It’s a queer place to find you,’ and he 
replied, Les.“ Lasked him if ne had any- 
thing to say, and he replied that his counsel 
had told him not to talk. He deciined to say 
whether he would go back without a fight or 
not.“ 0 

Malcolm McKinnon, a Canadian Pacific po- 
lice officer, was next called. He first saw 
Burke at the station about 4:30 p. m. Sunday, 
June 16. He hada gray leather valise, and 
Mr. McKinnon suspected from his actions 
that he was wanted. He tried to keep out of 
sight as much as possible. Burke entered a 
car and took a seat on the.side furthest from 
the depot. A little later McKinnon entered 
the car and saw Chief McRae speak to him. 
He was near enough to hear what was said. 
Where are you going?’ McRae had asked. 

„To Montreal,“ Burke had replied. 

* Where are you from!“ 

„Michigan.“ The chief had then told him 
that he knew he was from Ohicago and Burke 
had admitted it, saying that he left there 
four months before. McRae told him he had 
word to arrest a man auswering Burke’s de- 
scription, and Burke agreed to go with him. 
McRae took up the valise and they left the 
train just as it was pulling out. Burke nud 
given his name as Cooper. When McKinnon 
finished Mr. Howell submitted that they had 
given enough evidence for the present, but 
Mr. Campbell contended that they had 
proved nothing except that Burke was from 
Chicago and had been arrested here. Judge 
Bain, however, remanded the prisoner until 
Tuesday. He said: 

“T think when a demand for the extradi- 
tionof a man is made by a foreign State 
upon us every opportunity and facility 
should be afforded the State to make good 
the charge against the accused. I do pot 
think any unreasonable delay has resulted. 
I shall give all remands necessary to give the 
United States authorities an opportunity to 
make good their case. Upon the whole I 
think I am justified in remanding the case 
until Tuesday.“ 

A TALK WITH MR, CAMPBELL. 

Mr. Campbell was asked this evening what 
he thought of the case as far as it had pro- 
gressed. 

“The proceedings today were just about 
what I expected,”’ he said.

Even 
after Saturday there are two or three hours 
that cannot be accounted for. In re- 
gard to the examination today Mr. 
Howell said he only wished to prove 
enough to create a suspicion, and he thought 
he had done so. The fact of tne matter 18 
that the police want the case postponed until 
they can work a little more on it. The 
earnestness with which they are following 
up the dispatch clew shows that they were 
notin possession of it until recently. 

There has been a good deal of talk about 
the Irish here raising a fund for the defense 
of Burke, but there seems to be no founda- 
tion for it. Both Howell and Campbell say 
that they know nothing of it. It is said to- 
night that two Irishmen spoke of it, but that 
the matter ended there, no attempt being 
made to carry out the idea. 


THE POLICE REFUSE TO TALK, 


Winnipeg Officials Will Say Nothing More 
About Burke's Hancock Correspondent. 
WINNIPEG, Man., June 26.—[Special.|—Not 

a single additional fact can be gieaned today 

concerning the Ryneton dispatch. The po- 

lice lost their air of mystery last night when

WHERE IS “J, B. SIMONS’” SATCHEL? 


It Is Thought That Martin Burke's Key 
Will Unlock It. 

Among the suspicious property of Burke now 
in custody of the Canadian officials was a key 
which will, it is believed, unlock the satchel 
bought by “Simons” at Revell & Co.’s 
store some time ago. This satchel has 
never been found. Chief Hubbard intimates 
that it was sent to England with Cronin’s 
clothing. Burke was following it, and in due 
time would kill some one and put Dr. Cro- 
nin’s clothing on the body, which would be 
found in the Thames, and tne mystery of the 
doctor’s disapvearance would be unraveled. 
Dr. Cronin’s body was found and this plan 
failed. 

The key was sent to the Chief recently, 
and Capt. Schuettler has been trying it on va- 
rious trunks and valises in tne places fre- 
quented by Burke and Cooney. So far it bas 
been found to fit nothing. It is a small flat 
piece of iron half the size of the key to the 
famous trunk. It is similar to the keys of 
the satchels sold at Revell & Co. “s. Capt. 
oe says that it has proved of no value 
so far. 


WHICH RYAN WAS IT? 


It Is Not Yet Known Who Sent the Dis- 
patches to Martin Burke. 

Hoveuton, Mich., June 26.—[Special.]— 
The man who sent the dispatches from Han- 
cock to Martin Burke has not been located 
any more closely than he was yesterday. 
The matter naturally excites much talk here. 
The relawons between the people and the 
telegraph operators in sn.all towns are usual- 
ly close enough to allow such things to get 
out. But the telegraph officers have not 
leaked and the impression prevails that spe- 
cial instructions have been issued to keep 
everything secret. 

Edward Ryan, the merchant, has returned 
from a week’s trip through the peninsula 
and Wisconsin. Mr. Ryan is perhaps the 
most prominent of she Irish Nationalists in 
this section, owing to his social and business 
standing. He is the President of the local 
branch of the Land League. In a conversa- 
tion of some length on the subject of the 
Cronin matter and the dispatches sent from 
said that ail his informa- 
tion came from the papers; that he had no 
idea who could have sent those dispatches 
and did not believe they were sent from 
here. He gave John F. Ryan, whose name 
was connected with the dispatches by the 
story of the Chicago officer, an excellent 
character, and said he did not think the 
young man had auything to do with it.

Ryan said his position, with reference to the

ROTHAKER TALKING AGAIN, 


The Omaha Editor Reiterates His State- 
ment That “ Cronin Is Not Dead.” 

Kansas City, Mo., June 26.—O. H. Roth- 
aker, managing editor of the Omaha Nepub- 
lican, is in the city to visit his friend, Record- 
er Michael Boland. Mr. Rotnaker was asked 
by a reporter for an opinion on the Cronin 
murder and replied: “ Cronin is not dead. 
He is alive ana well and will show up in Eu- 
gland before many more days.“ 

Pushed for an explanation of his belief, 
Mr. Rothaker said that for a number of 
years he had been in a position to know of 
the character and movements of Irishmen 
connected with the organizations in 
the United States interested in the 
emancipation of Ireland. He scoffed 
at the idea that Recorder Boland, 
Alexander Sullivan, or any one of the tri- 
angle was responsible for the alleged trial of 
Cronin. Mr. Rothaker expressed himself as 
being positive that the body found in the 
sewer was not that of Cronin, but “a stiff,“ 
obtained from a Chicago medical college. 
Continuing Mr. Rothaker said: “ My belief 
that Cronin is alive is strengthened by a tele- 
gram addressed to a prominent Irishman in 
Omaha, and which was shown me. It was 
sent from Chicago and its contents were to 
the effect that positive assurance had been 
received by the sender that Cronin was still 
alive and requesting information as to his 
whereabouts.” 


They Have Found Cooney Again. 

CHILLICOTHE, Mo., June 26.—[Special.]— 
The Daily Constitution of this city publishes 
this evening a sensational story about 
Cooney, the alleged Cronin murderer. The 
paper says that last Saturday Cooney was lo- 
cated in Kansas City by Chicago detectives. 
Before arrangements for the arrest could be 
completed the fugitive was notified of the 
matter and .a ticket to this city was pur- 
chased, and Cooney left Kansas City for 
Chiilicothe Sunday night. A man 4a- 
swering his description arrived here 
late Sunday night, but is supposed 
to have left Monday morning. Two 
detectives were at work here today and their 
inquiries left no doubt that the man was 
Cooney. The man whoarrived Sunday night 
did not buy a ticket to any point, and if he 
left over any of tne railroads he paid money 
to the train men. The detectives are still 
here pushing the investigation.

Wages of the Union Pacific Engineers and 
Firemen Restored with Back Pay. 

Omana, Neb., July 26.—The Board of Arbi- 
tration agreed upon between the Union Pa- 
cific engineers and firemen and the road to- 
day rendered a decision in favor of the engi- 
neers. They hold that the taking of the 
Kansas Centralout of the management of 
the Union Pacific did not abrogate the agree- 
ment under which the engineers and fire- 
men were being paid at that time.

Thousands of Families . at 
Braidwood with Noth- 
ing to Eat. 


Many Too Proud to Make Their 
Poverty Known or to 
Accept. Aid. 


Rations Provided by Charity Not 
Fairly Disbursed by the Re- 
lief Committees. 


Scenes of Human Misery in the 
Humble Homes of the Idle 
and Penniless. 


No Promise of a Settlement of the 


Troubles in the Coal Min- 
ing Towns. 


_ Brarpwoop, IIL, June 26.—[Special.]—It 
would take something more than a bright 


June morning to make the Braidwood coal 


mining district look cheerful and prosperous. 

The business of the town itself is aimost 

wholly dependent, on the miners, and the 

strike has resulted in utter staguation in 

every line of trade, The principal * is 
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SUFFERERS GETTING SACKS OF FLOUR.’ 


silent and deserted, only a few storekeepers 
lounge about their places of business, hav- 
ing nothing todo. They have long ago given 
all they can to the starving miners, and 
must look forward themselves to an un- 
certain income until the strike is ended. 
In the miners’ settlement in Lower Braid- 
wood the only thing that looks hopeful is the 
gardens. Every ugly little cottage is sur- 
rounded by a bright green plot of ground in 
which vegetables are growing. In a few 


weeks nearly every family will have pota- 


toes in abundance, then beans, corn, and 
cabbage. But just now nothing is ready for 
use and the uncertain supply of flour from 
the relief committee is all that 3,000 people 


have to live on. As I drove through this 


morning I saw two or three hundred men 


working in their little patches of ground try- 
r productive as possible.

This came from a dozen business-men in 
Braidwood. I went to the office of the com- 
pany and looked over the pay-roll since Sep-

ber the wages had averaged about $30 a 
month. In November, December, and Janu- 
ary they bad fallen to $25, with a rise to $35 
in February. In March there was a drop to 
$20, and a rise to $30 in April. 

Now, why do they strike when wages 
were getting better!“ asked the clerk in 
charge. 

1 put this question to a miner on the street 
afterwards ana he replied that the company 
was preparing for the strike and got ready in 
April to fill all outstanding orders. If the 
strike had not been N there would 
have been no more work in April than in 
March. 

In the meantime there are 2,000 people in 
Braid wood in need of help. The semi-weekly 
distribution of provisions has never reached 
more than half of these cases, and supplies 


are irregular and uncertain. Fora few weeks, 


at least until potatoes are fit to use, these 
people must depend entirely on_ public 
chari Nora MARKs. 


STARVING MINERS ASK FOR BREAD. 


Delegations from Braceville and Coal City 
Tell a Sad Tale of Suffering. 

A delegation of Northern Illinois miners 
was sent to Chicago yesterday to tell its 
story to Tun Trisune. The members of the 
delegation came to say that their brother 
workmen, their wives, and their children are 
hungry, und to ask that they be fed. 

The men who came to tell of the want and 
destitution were William Scaife of Coal City, 
George Martin of La Salle, and William 
Becksoff and Morgan Prosser of Brace ville. 
They are simple miners who have been dig- 
ging coal all tneir lives, and now when they 
find that they cannot dig coal enough to feed 
— families they do not know where to 

urn. 

“When this reduction was proposed by 
the operators,“ said Scaife, we asked that 
we might meet and arbitrate. They refused. 
We have asked this time and again. We 
ask it now. The operators insulted us by 
saying that if we did not immediately ac- 
cept the reduction proposed we would be 
1 to go to work at twice that reduc- 

on. 

The operators have openly boasted that 
they would starve us into submission,” said 
Martin. Mr. Wyatt, the General Manager 
of tne La Saile County Coal Company, told 
us that he would make no agreement. By 
the terms he proposed he tried to torce extra 
work on usin the way of cleaning up rock 
and making roadways, till we could have 
made no more than 50 cents a day. Then 
he said: Lou are going to work as low as 
the Spring Valley men. I'll make this rule 
now: If Spring Valley comes down you come 
down also. ou are going to work at 
Streator prices and with Braidwood rules.“ 

The stories the papers have told of the 
condition of the miners are not overdrawn. 
There were 44,000 people, men, women, and 
children, whose only means of getting a liv- 
ing were cut off by this lockout. If you could 
see, as I saw last Saturduy, a family which 
had not tasted bread for four days, witn 
nothing in the world to eat but some last 
year’s potatoes, 1f you could see such sights 
as that vou would know whatitisiike. The 
Treasurer of the miners’ organization yester- 
day paid out his last dollar. He had $35, and 
it went to 800 men. 

‘We want fond and clothing—clothing for 
women and little children. We are helpless 
and we hope Chicago will aid us.“ 


RELIEF FUNDS EXTREMELY LOW. 


No Settlement of a Strike and Dependents 
Allowed but Two Cents a Day. 

BRAZIL, Ind., June 26.—[Special.]—The 
State Board of Charities, in session with the 
miners and operators yesterday and today, 
adjourned at noon, having failed to ac- 
complish anything definite. The operators 
persist in their inability to pay more than 
they offer, while the miners us obstinately 
refuse the rates offered. Secretary Johnson 
of the Board of Charities remained, at the 
request of the miners, to an afternoon meet- 
ing of miners. The operators appointed W. 
H. Zimmerman, Housey Johnson, ana C. 
Crawford to meet a like committee of miners 
at any time and to act for them in steps 
necessary to the resumption of work. Mean- 
while the strike continues. The semi-week- 
lv reliet fund today amounted to $334, which 
was equally divided among 5,478 dependents. 
— fund was 100 per cent less than Friday 
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Braidwood Fund.

WITNESSES BEFORE TRE GRAND JURY 


Further Inquiries Into Camp 20—The Sen- 
ior Guardian Again Examined, 

The grand jury resumed its investigation 
of the Cronin murder yesterday morning. 
During the afternoon surface indications 
pointed to an early conclusion of the inquiry 
or to a temporary dearth in the supply of 
witnesses, as few new ones were called. 
The most tangible result of the day’s work 
was to tighten the coils around Coughlin and 
add several links to the chain of evidence 
against Martin Burke, the Winnipeg pris- 


oner. 

The first witness called was Mr. James P. 
Cass of No. 697 Fulton street, the veterinary 
surgeon who reported recently that Dan 
Coughlin and another, man whom he did 
not know called on him a day or two before 
the murder of Dr. Cronin, and were anxious 
to have a fast horse of his for an all nignt 
trip, offering a considerable sum of money as 
an inducement. Dr. Cass repeated his story, 
and was given an opportunity to show, if 
possible, that Martin Burke was Coughlin's 
companion. He was shown the picture of 
the group of Clan-na-Gael men surrounding 
the Crean monument. He was not positive 
in his identification of Burke, but protessed 
to see a great resembiance in the picture to 
the friend of Coughlin. 

The grand jury was almost equally inter- 
ested in the doctor’s statement that Mr. J. 
B. Von of No. 32 Law avenue, a friend of his, 
was with him at the time, and might be bet- 
ter able to identify Burke. <A subpcena 
was sent out fcr Von and Dr. Cass’ zeal for 
the cause went to the extent of bringing him 
in a swell two-horse brougham to the after- 
noon session. Von is a little man with only 
one eye, but he used chat to good advantage 
identifying the picture of Burke as that of 
one of the men who tried to hire a horse of 
Dr. Cass. 

Do you know Detective Coughlin,“ asked 

Foreman Clough. ä 
„No, I do not.“ was the answer. 
Mr. Von and Dr. Cass were then pilotea 
over to the jail by Detective Lorch, who 
called for Coughlin and entered into conver- 
sation with him. Mr. Von and the doctor 
took one good look at the prisoner and then 
turned around and went back to the grand 
jury room, where Von identitied Coughlin as 
the other of the two men. 

Twelve witnesses besides Dr. Cass were 
examined during the morning session, which 
lasted from 10 o’clock to 1:30. From the 
number of Clan-na-Gael men araong them it 
was evident that an effort was being made to 
get to the bottom of the inner circle”’ of 
Pwo 4 20, which is supposed to have passed 
death sentence upon Dr. Cronin. 

Pat O’Brien, proprietor of a saloon at State 
and Twenty-first streets, and reputed to be 
Senior Guardian of the Twenty-second 
street camp, was tne second witness, and 
was in the jury-room nearly an hour, but re- 
fused to say anything about the nature of 
the course of questions he was put through. 

John Horan, a saloonkeeper on State 
street, near Nineteenth; Denis O’Connor, 
Secretary of Camp 20; John F. O'Connor, 
Dr. T. P. Shanahan, M. J. Kelly, Edward 
Sholes, and John Moss were otner Clan-na- 
Gael men who-were given a hearing. Moss 
was the man who, at the Coroner’s inquest, 
refused to give the name of the Seaior 
Guardian of his camp until obliged to do so 
to save himself from going to jail. 

William Lynn, a friend of Maj.“ Samp- 
son, told of seeing him talking with Cough- 
lin, and of the former telling him immediate- 
ly afterward that the detective had tried to 
hire him to “do up” Cronin. 

W. E. Bell of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company ana L. E. Ireland of the 

ostal Telegraph Company were questioned 
briefly in the hope that they could throw 
some light on the identity of the man who 
sent $200 to Burke in Winnipeg by telegraph, 
but they were unable to do so. 

The sensation of the afternoon was the ap- 
pearance of John F. Beggs, Senior Guardian 
of Camp 20, closely guarded by two heavy- 
weight policemen. Beggs was brought to the 
Criminal Court Building by the Warren Ay- 
enue patrol-wagon. 

Beggs was before the grand jury for an 
hour from 4:30 o’clock to 5:30, and was the 
last witness examined. He looked in any- 
thing but an amiable mocd as he came down 
the stairs twirli his cane, and his spirit 
had evidently not been improved by the ex- 
amination he had undergone touching the 
inner circle of Camp No. 20. 

Tom Murphy, Treasurer of Camp No. 20, 
father of the girl who claimed to have seen 
Dr. Cronin down-town the night he was mur- 
dered, was the next witness. He was sup- 
posed to have been one of the triai commit- 
tee who voted death to Dr. Cronin, but noth- 
ing couid be learned about his evidence. The 
other witnesses examined were James Cu- 
nea, another South Side saioonkeeper and 
Cian-na-Gael man; T. J. Conway, a friend of 
Dr. Cronin; Florence Suilivan, and Paul 
Hoefig, desk sergeant of the East Chicago 
Avenue Police Station. 

The grand jury adjourned at 5:30 o’clock to 
10 o’clock this morning. 


HAS P. O’SULLIVAN SQUEALED? 


The Iceman Said to Be Weakening—Mis- 
leading Pictures of Cooney. 

Again the story is revived that P. O’Sulli- 
van, the iceman, has squealed, is squealing, or 
is going tosqueal, The State’s Attorney says 
that he has no knowledge of the matter. 
This is no doubt true. But at the same time 
it does not forbid belief in the story of the 
squeal. It may be that the squeal is being 
made to somebody eise who has authority 
from the State’s Attorney to offer O'Sullivan 
immunity. The iceman is located in the 
boys’ department of the jail ana he has had 
frequent consultations with afriend who as 
soon as the consultation was over proceeded 
directly to the office of an attorney interested 
in tne discovery of Cronin’s murderers. The 
raid on Camp 20 has been made by the State’s 
Attorney since those visits of the go-between 
began to be made. The State’s Attorney 
seems to be more confident as to his men and 
the watch on the suspected principal has 
been doubled. It is thought that O'Sullivan 
has only told part ot what he knows. But 
that is enough to open the way to getting at 
the whole. O'Sullivan, it is now admitted by 
the State’s Attorney, did not participate in 
the murder. Whyis this admission made? 
His part in the affair was a minor one, 
says another attorney. How does this other 
attorney know! From a jail official it is 
learned that O’Sullivan is getting quite tired 
of the confinement. He keeps away from 
Coughlin and ail other prisoners, and is evi- 
dently beginning to think that Camp 20 used 
him as a scapegoat. . 

COONEY FURTHER IDENTIFIED. 

Supt. Hubbard and Capt. Schuettier were 
closeted together for over an hour yesterday. 
At leaving Schuettler’s face was beaming. 
He was weil satisfied with the world. evi- 
dently. He was asked why he appeared so 
well satisfied. “Well.” he said, 1 feel 
good. I think we are getting there.“ Then 
he shut up. He refused to talk another word 
and walked away. His manner aroused 
the curiosity of his questioner. The source 
of his satisfaction was found on investiga- 
tion to be that Mrs. Carlson, young Carlson. 
and other persons recognized in tne picture 
of Cooney that of one of the Williams 
brothers who rented the Carlson cottage. He 
had also received positive information as to 
the present location of Cooney, and trusty 
officers had been dispatched to apprehend 
him. Moreover, it was brought out during 
the interview with the Superintendent 
that there is good reason to believe 
that another accomplice will be arrested 
in Michigan before many hours. Tais per 
sou is supposed to be the driver of Dinan’s 
white horse. He is the same probably as the 
“ Ryneton’’ of Burke’s Winnipeg dispatch. 

Superintendent Hubbard himseif was more 
reticent than usual. He was apparently as 
weil satisfied with the progress being made 
as Schuettier was. He denied with emphasis 
the story in ah evening paper to the effect 
that he had said that the Cooney the police 
are searching foris not one of the accom- 
plices in the Cronin murder. “I wish we 
had Cooney anyway.“ he added. But we 
ma have him soon.“ 

here has been some confusion in refer- 
ence to the Cooney picturs. The cuts pub- 
lished in some of the papers have misied 
some persons who knew tne reai Cooney. 
They say the Cooney of the picture is not the 
mau the police ought to be looking for. The 
trouble seems to be that one of the original 
Cooney pictures was taken when he was ten 
years younger. He has greatly changed in 
appearacce since. The picture as published 


in yesterday’s TxisuNg is the correct one. 


Talk of an alibi has wh out of the con- 
fusion of pictures. But it will be time to 
talk of an alibi when Cooney is arrested.

WHERE WERE THE BRETHREN? 


A Pertinent Inquiry Which Clan-na- Gael 
Men Should Answer. 

There is much surprise that the manifesto 
in defense of the Clan-na-Gael and which 
urges members of that organization to do all 
in their power to discover the murderers of 
Dr. Cronin is signed by only four members 
of the executive of that body. 

Where, ask members of the organization 
here, are the signatures of John J. Rogers, 
of Leonard of Fall River, of Bradley of Phil-

But, above all, where is the signature of 
Larry Buckley, a. confessed member of the 


executive? 

Buckley resides in Chicago. He knew Dr. 
Cronin. He swore on the stand that he was 
a friend of Cronin.

ber of the executive, can be readily under- 
stood. He would not believe that Cronin had 
been murdered when he left this country. 
He was sure that Cronin would turn up,“ 
etc. Besides it is said that he resigned from 
the executive when he was appointed Min- 
ister. 

But there is no excuse for the other mem- 
bers of the executive. They were all at the 
meeting at Philadelphia from which ema- 
nated the circular to Senior Guardians stat 
ing that Dr. Cronin was a faithful mem- 
ber of the order and a man of National 
reputation,” and in which the brothers are 
earnestly requested to use all possible effort 
to bring the murderers of Brother Cronin to 
justice. : 

This is the first frank, public acknowlede- 
ment from the executive that there was no 
suspicion that Dr. Cronin was a British spy.

Mr. Luke Dillon was asked last night why 
the other membersof the Executive Com- 
mittee did not sign the manifesto. I tele- 
graphed them all, They did not deign to no- 
tice my message. I spoke to Larry Buckley 
about it. He has studiously avoided me for 
some days. i don’t * he sympathizes 
with the criminals. e does not, he says, 
consider Dr. Cronin to have been a spy. His 
conduct is peculiar. I can excyse Bradley, 
who, as Chairman, took umbrage at my pre- 
sumption in calling the committee together. 
The silence of the others I don’t understand.“

ED SPELLMAN DENI£S EVERYTHING, 


He Says That Camp 20 Is Blameless, and 
It Scill Exists witli Ite Records Intact. 
Peoria, III., June 26.—[Special.]—Ed Spell- 

man, the distiller and district delegate of the 

Clan-n@Gael of Illinois, has returned from 

Chicago, where he has been testifying in the 

Cronin case. It was asserted that the Peo 

rian departed from Chicago in a manner 

both suspicious and mysterious. It was 
supposed that he was stopping at Me- 

Coy’s Hotel, but when the State’s Attorney 

sent for him day before yesterday he had 

taken his departure. Monday last it was 
claimed that Camp No. 20 of the Clan-na- 

Gael had been disbanded and the records of 

the camp burned. It was claimed that Spell- 

man in his official capacity dissolved 
that branch of the order and burned the rec- 
ords for the purpose of covering up evidence 
that would be valuable in the prosecution of 

Alexander Sullivan and Dan Coughlin. 

A TRIBUNE correspondent called upon 
Spellman at his residence on North Jefferson 
avenue for the purpose of ascertaining the 
truth of these statements. 

The Clan-na-Gael chief was found at home, 
but had no partgjcular desire to talk on the 
subject. He flafly denied that Camp No. 20 
of the Clan-na-Gael had been disbanded Mon- 
day or any other time, and did not think that 
it would be disbanded. 

There is not a word of truth in it,” said 
he, and I have no idea where the ground- 
less rumor originated.“ 

Has there been any trouble in the camp, 
Mr. Spellman, since the demise of Dr. 
Cronin?’’ the correspondent asked. 

None whatever. Camp No. 20 has noth- 
ing todo with the Cronin affair. The idea 
that Cronin was tried by that camp is slush. 
He was not.a member of Camp 20 for five 
years before he was killed. Had he been 
tried by any camp it would have been 
No. 234, of which he wasa member. The only 
troubie Cronin ever had with No. 20 was 
about five years ago, when he was expelied 
by members of that camp. A member of one 
camp cannot be tried by the council of an- 
other,“

ile statement that the authorities have 
been refused the records of Camp No. 20 is, in 
my estimation, an error.

“Well, but they have applied to the of- 
ticers of Camp No. 20 and have‘ been re- 
fused.”’ 

It the officers of Camp 20 have refused to 
give up the records of their order they have 
done so on their own hook without 
authority. If the State’s Attorney 
applies to me for the records of the 
camp, he can secure them without any trou- 
ble. I will furnish him the records of the 
camp, and do it willingly. Thereis nothing 
in tnem that we are not willing that the 
world should see.“ 

It has been asserted that vour conduct is 
Suspicious and that you are in danger of be- 
ing arrested and brought back to Chicago.“ 

Ves, [saw it,” said Spellman, and it 
had no meaning at all. If the State’s At- 
torney made use of such language he talks 
much different trom what he did when 
I was in Chicago. I left there be- 
cause 1 thought they were done 
with me, and because I have business 
to attend to.

Spellman further said that all members of 
the Clans were anxious for the apprehension 
ot the slavers of Cronin that the stigma of 
the crime might be removed from 
the organization. He, like all others, 
was working for that end and had 
already given the authorities of Cook 
County valuable assistance and was willing 
to domore. He closed the interview by re- 
asserting that a telegram from Chicago 
would be all that was necessary to bring him 
back to that city. 


THEY DENOUNCED THE MURDERERS. 


Irish- Americans Protest Against the Asper- 
sion Heaped Upon the Kace. 

The embers of the Cronin Committee, to- 
gether with a number of other prominent 
Irish Americans who had been invited, held 
a meeting at the Grand Pacific last night to 
consider what should be done, further than 
has already been done, to show the feeling 
of the Irish people in relation to the murder 
of Dr. Cronin. Among those present were 
Bernard Callaghan, Col. W. P. Rend, W. J. 
Hynes, John F. Scanlan, P. J. Cahill, Morti- 
mer Scanlan, P. McGarry, Dr. Guerin. the 
Rev. Father Toomey, James F. Boland, P.W. 
Dunne, Congressman Lawier, James Walsh, 
Patrick Cavanaugh, J. J. Dilion, M. F. Galia- 
cher, and H. H. Moylan. 

A communication was received from Mr. 
Murry Nelson of the Citizens’ Committee 
asking that a sub-committee be appointed to 
confer with them in relation to joint work in 
the detection and prosecution of the murder- 
ers. A committee of ten was appointed, as 
follows: W. P. Rend, Dr. Guerin, John Cud- 
aby, B. Callaghan, James F. Boland, P. Cav- 
anaugh, E. Baggot, John F. Scanian, D. R. 
McNaily, and H. E. Mullen. After some dis- 
cussion this committee was also authorized 
to calla pudlie meeting of the Irish people 
to express their abhorrence of the crime. 

A motion was made to appoint a commit- 
tee of fiveon resolutions to draw un an ad- 


dress to Parnell, setting forth the facts in 


1 3 : 
regard to the murder of Dr. Cronin and the 
feeling of the Irish people m America, in 
order that Michael Davitt and others o : 
other side may be led to cease the kind o 
talk in which they are sow indulging and 
which is throwing so m iscredit on the 
Irish cause, 

Mr. Hynes op this sort of an address. 
He said the Irish cause was not involved in 
any way by the murder of Dr. Cronin. The 
Irish people were only affected bY it in the 
degree in which they were apathetic in their 
denunciation of the crime and its perpetra- 
tors and in their efforts to discover the mur- 
derers. 

Mr. Callaghan said that while this was 
true the statements of Michael Davitt and 
others gave color to the idea that was being 
so industriously spread that Cronin was not 
dead and that he was a British spy. 

Congressman Lawler said he met the ex- 
pression of this opinion fifty times a day, and 
something ought to be done to show that it 
was not the belief of the Irish people and 
that they as American citizens desired the 
vindication of American law. é 

Col. W. P. Rend said that Patrick Egan 
had by his utterances ulsgraced his name, 
and that he ought fo be recalled from Chili. 
This sentiment was vigorously applauded. 
Col. Rend said further that out of dis- 
closures brought about by this crime good 
would come. The Irish people would have 
their eyes opened to the character of the 
men who for selfish purposes bad pushed 
themselves to the front in the Irish move- 
ment. With honest leaders there would 
be no trouble, he said, in raising plenty 
of money for Parneli from Irisb business- 
men, it those who subscribed were not to be 
denounced by Alexander Suilivan for send- 
ing their money direct to Parnell. 

ohn M. Smyth made a vigorous speech. 
He said it was not true that the Irish people 
were apathetic in reference to the discovery 
of Dr. Cronin’s murderers. From his ovser- 
vation he could say that no other people of 
this cosmopolitar community were so eager 
that tne guilty w.etches should be brougut 
to justice. He did not believe that the crime 
was directed by any association or in the 
name of any organization. The shameful 
fact, however, remained that the crime was 
committed by Irishmen.

FAST TIME AT SHEEPSHEAD, 


Carrying 115 Pounds Badge Runs a Mile 
at Sheepshead in 1:40. 

NEw YORK, June 26.—[Special.]—Badge's per- 
formance at Sheepshead Bay today was re- 
markable. He equaled the best time for one 
mile ever made in arace while carrying much 
heavier weights than the record-makers. Badge's 
owner, Byron McClelland, is a good natured lit- 
tle fellow who possessed a big heart and a lot of 
friends. Consequently there were many that 
knew how good his colt Badge was, and the 
stream of money that poured into the bookmak- 
ers’ boxes on the game little horse to win the 
race was well nigh endless. 

it was a mile dash, and there were eleven 
starters. Badge was a hot favorite at average 
odds of 2 to 1. which was backed down to 9 to 5 
as the horses went to the post. The Dwyers 
backed Bella B. to beat the colt, and their money 
made her second choice at 4 to 1. Blush, Ovid-

Blush was in front as the flag went down and 
Penny set out to make a rattling pace with the 
Rancocas filly.

| RAILROAD HORROR NEAR LATROBE, PA, 
A Train Goes Over au Embankment, Killing 


Twelve Persons—The Debris Takes Fire. 
_ Latrose, Pa., June 26.—A triple collision 
of freight trains eccurred here about 2 
o'clock this morning. Thirty cars were 
wrecked and at least twelve persons killed. 
At the hour named freight train 308, west- 
bound, left Latrobe and had just reached 
the bridge, about fifty yards west, when it 


collided with extra freight No. 1313, com- 


ing in the opposite direction. Another 
east-bound freight was standing on a 
side-track on the bridge, and the wrecked 
trains crashed against it, dashing one loco- 
motive and a number ot cars over the em- 
bankmentinto the creek, a distance of fifty 
feet. The last car that went down was 
loaded with hme, which became slacked by 
contact with the water and set fire to the 
wreckage. This made the task of extricating 
the dead and wounded a difficult one, 

Up to 8 o’clock tonight ten dead bodies 
have been recovered. hose of Engineer 
Caldwell and George Fralich, the freman, 
have not yet been found, but it isexpected they 
will be reached before long. The dead recov- 
ered up to this time are as follows:

The dead are being taken to an undertak- 
ing establishment as they are recovered and 
prepared for burial. It is thought that from 
twenty-five to thirty people were killed in 
the wreck. The waterin the creek at the 
point where the accident occurred is about 
twelve feet deep, and it is expected that ten 
or twelve bodies are in the bottom of the 
creek, held there by the wreckage. John H. 
Miller, a flagman on the freight, states that 
the proper signals were given when the 
sition of the shifter was discovered, and En- 
gineer Caldwell answered, but the speed was 
too high. 

When the ill-fated train left Bolivar about 
forty workmen boarded her, but Conductor 
Barnhart put them off at Derry. When the 
train left there a great many of them boarded 
her again. Fourof the injured taken from 
one car stated that eleven others were in the 
car and in another box car, it is stated by 
one of the rescued, that there were fifteen 
or twenty men. Oneor two of the bodies 
taken from the wreck were terribly burhed 
by the lime which covered the wreck. At 9 
o’clock tonight the work of clearing the 
débris was stopped until tomorrow morning. 

GALLATIN, Tenn., June 26.—At Bledsoe, on 
the Chesapeake & Nashville Railroad, run- 
niug from Gallatin to Scottsville, Ky., the 
passenger train due in Gallatm at 11 o’clock 
jumped the track, and the passenger aud 
baggage coaches went down about sixty feet.

HE CANNOT PREVENT THE FIGHT. 


Gov. Nichols of Louisiana Issues a Procla- 
mation—The BRattle-Ground Selected. 
NEw ORLEANS, La., June 26.—[Special.]—The 
Kilrain party. having made up their minds about 
the locality of the coming prize-fight, have been 


taking in the sights and making friends for their 


principal. Meantime Gov. Nichols has, as a 
matter of form, issued a proclamation calling 
upon the peace officers of the State to prevent 
such a disgrace as a prize-fight and have the 
laws on the subject rigidly enforced, The fact 
is there are no laws in this State against prize- 
fighting, ‘and the peace officers of every district 
within 100 miles of New Orleans are anxious to 
have the fight take place in their respective 
neighborhoods and guarantee no interference. 

Gov. Nichols’ proclamation is as follows: 

WHEREAS, Information deemed reliable has 
been received by me to the effect that one or 
more prize fights have been arranged to take 

lace shortly in some of the parishes of this 

tate. 

Now, therefore, I, Francis T. Nichols. Govern- 
or of the State of Louisiana, have thought proper 
to issue this. my proclamation, with the view of 
calling the attention of the constituted authori- 
ties of the several parishes of this State to the 
‘suid fact to the end that, being duly 
advised, they strictly perform their duties 
in the premises and by vigilance and the use of 
their legal authority and the instrumentalities 
which the law has placed in their hands they do 
make it certain that no such disgraceful exhibi- 
tion shall take place in Louisiana; and to the 
further end that if such exhibition be attempted 
that all persons concerned therein may be held 
to a strict legal responsibility and punishment. 

The Sullivan-Kilrain fight will occur near the 
Mississippi line, and probably at Honey Island. 
on the line of the railroad offe the most lib- 
eral terms. The contract was drawn up last 
night providing for 5,000 tickets. It is thought 
a large crowd will attend. the prospective fight 
having created more excitement in athletic cir- 
cles here than either the Mace-Allen or Sullivan- 
Ryan meeting. 

»The Sullivan people have acted squarely,”’ 
Stevenson said today, “and I don’t see that there 
is anything to fearfrom them. The only trouble

in view of that fact the size of the 
crowd was remarkable. Stubbornly contested 
races run in fast time made the events to the 
highest degree interesting.

One of the principal attractions of the after- 
poon was the appearance of El Rio Rey (The 
River King), the phenomenal 22-year-old brother 
of the Emperor of Norfolk. THE TRIBUNE was 
the first paper east of the Rocky Mountains to 
call attention to tne remarkable size and won- 
derful speed of this youngster. April 22, in a 
letter from Sacramento, it said he was consid- 
ered the greatest 2-year-old ever foaled. Since 
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THEY COULDN’T GET IN ON THEIR ‘“ FACE.” 
then paragraphs about him have been going the 
rounds of the press and the public has become 
interested in him. His first start in a race was 
at St. Louis, where he won the St. Louis 
Brewers’ Stallion Stakes, beating an ordinary 
field over a heavy track in the easiest possible 
manner, actually walking under the wire. That 
race, however, gave no idea of his real quality, 
and many conservative turfmen waited to see 
him perform on a good day and track before 
venturing an estimate of his ability. Yesterday 
the conditions were all that could be desired, 
and tne critics had an excellent op- 
portunity to judge the colt. After the 
rate was over there was a unanimous 
expression that he was the greatest colt ever 
seen. He carried 123 pounds and ran five fur- 
longs and a halt in 1:08, the fastest time ever 
made by a 2-year-old, and only surpassed b 
Hanover's record of 1:06 2-5 made at Sheepshea 
Bay June 19. Not only that. He fell down in 
the start, got up, went after his field, ran around 
them on the turn, and led into the homestretch. 
Had he got off well Hanover’s record would have 
been in danger. 

His stable companion, Joe Courtney, won the 
first event. seven ana a haif furlongs, in 1:35— 
within a quarter of asecondof the record—and 
could have beaten it. The third race, one mile 
and a quarter, was won by the Chicago Stable's 
Huntress in 2:08 Gardner captured the fourth 
event, one mile, in 1:41%, beating Pat Donovan, 
the favorite, a neck. The fifth race, three- 

uarters of a mile, went to Teuton in 1:14,

THE FIRST RACK, 


The first race, a dash of seven and a half fur- 
longs for horses 3 years old and upward, brought 
Joe Courtney. Fustic, Early Dawn, and Marchma 
to the post. The California colt, Joe Courtney. 
and Marchma were about equal favorites in the 
opening betting. But before the close Courtney 
was backed down to 4—5, while Marchma was 
6—5. The public could see but those two in the 
race, and long odds offe by bookmakers 
against Fustic and Early @Dawn found few 
tukers.

In 100 yards 
Fustic ran into the lead, Courtney taking second 
place, with Early Dawn third and Marchma in 
close attendance. At the quarter Fustic led two 
open lengths. Going along the pbackstretch, 
Taral moved up with Marchma and lapped 
Courtney. Winchell sent the latter along, and 
at the half he was half a length in front, with 
Fustic on one side, Marchma on the other, and 
Early Dawn a close fourth.

When Winchell was riding easily at the eighth 
pole Stoval brought up Lord Peyton with an ap- 
parently irresistible rush. Winchell had been 
watching Extravagance and was fairly caught 
napping when Lord Peyton came along on the 
outside.

AT one time it looked as if there might be 
a prolonged struggle in the Ohio Republican 
State Convention among the dozen or more 
candidates for the Gubernatorial office, but 
the result shows that the hearts of the dele- 
gates were true to Poll.” Gov. Foraker led 
easily on the first ballot and carried off the 
honor on the second, and will make the race 
for a third term with the certainty of suc- 
cess, because the Republicans of Ohio want 
him, and because they have dismissed all 
their dissensions and have closed up their 
ranks to meet the enemy and squelch the 
gang of 1885. The Democratic State Conven- 
tion will not meet until the latter part of Au- 
gust, but meanwhile the Republicans will 
enter upon their campaign with vigor and 
enthusiasm; for, in additaon to the other 
State officers to be elected, who will hold for 
three vears if the constitutional amendments 
are adopted in November, a Legislature is to 
be chosen which must elect a successor to 
Senator Payne. As it is to be the first State 
campaign of the Republicans since the Na- 
tionai victory its results will possess unusual 
significance and its progress will be watched 
with great interest. The platform is out- 
spoken for protection, and on ail the leading 
Republican doctrines it follows the lines of 
the National declaration. 


THE ANTIS WILL POLL EVERY VOTE 
THEY HAVE, 

The suburban friends of annexation ought 
to understand that, while they have votes 
enough to win by good round majorities, 
those votes will be of no use to them unless 
they are cast. The judges election evening 
will not, in maxing up their returns, count 
those who staid at home and prayed for an- 
nexation. They will count only the ballots 
of those who went to the polls and cast their 
ballots for it. At such a time sympatby, 
kind words, good wishes, prayers, and reso- 
lutions cut no figure—ballots alone tell. 

It is safe to say that the atis will take to 
the polls every man whom they can beg, 
bully, or buy into voting for their side. 
“The cohesive power of public plunder“ is 
a wonderful thing when it comes to a 
question of voting. There is not an 
absentee at roll-call; there is not a de- 
serter from the _ ranks. The annex- 
ationists are attacking a score of vested 
interests which will fight till they reach the 
last ditch. They are trying to turn out over 
a hundred petty officeholders, each of whom 
has brothers, uncles, brothers-in-law, sons, 
and cousins already provided for, and others 
growing up to the offiveholding age for whom 
provision must be made. Each officehoider 
has pet contractors to whom he has been 
giving jobs which were more profitable to 
them than to the community. Each con 
“tractor has his relatives and friends who 
look to him for a share of the drippings of 
the fat fried out of the taxpayers. 

It is no use blinking the fact that sucha 
combination as this is strong, because it is so 
intensely in earnest. If beaten, it knows 
that it will be out of meat. Its members 
will have to give up living on the taxpayers 
and come down to base, common, every-day 
work. The little bosses will be shorn of 
their authority anc will be no better than 
other folks. The fat sinecures will be abol- 
ishéd and the sinecurists will have to dig. 
Therefore an anti-annexationist will get up 
from a deathbed to cast his vote. He will go 
off on no pleasuretrip. He will allow noth- 
ing to keep him away from the polls Satur- 
day. He will vote once certainly, and twice 
if he can. The only way to beat him is to be 
equally in earnest, equally determined, equal- 
ly ready to give up everything else for one 
day at least to win the fight. 

Therefore the annexationists must beware 


lest, in the words of the apostle, they be 


ashamed in this same confident boasting ’”’ 
and find that while they had the votes they 
omitted to poll them and had therefore 
come to naught. There must be no staying 
at home. There must be no such remarks as 
„e shall win anyhow, and my vote will not 
„ be needed.“ There must be no applause at 
mass-meetings, followed by a failure to visit 
the polis. Victory is not always on the side 
of right and justice and economy. It is on 
the side of those who cast the largest vote— 
whose electoral battalions are the heavier. 
So let the annexationists imitate the solid 
ranks, the perfect discipline of their an- 
tagonists, and they will be sure to crush 
them Saturday. 


PROHIBITION IN IOWA AND KANSAS. 
The Kansas City Times urges the resub- 
missjon of the prohibition issue in Kansas 
with the view to a repeal of the constitution- 
alamendment. A somewhat similar policy 
is‘suggested in Iowa, where the Democrats 
of the river districts ” are advised to sup- 
port Republican anti-prohibition candidates 
for the Legislature, The idea seems to be 
that the tremendous reaction against prohi- 
bition in Pennsylvania and Rhode Island is 
being felt also in the West, and that the time 
is ripe for a repeal of the prohibitory policy 
even in Iowa and Kansas. Tur Trispung 
does not share this opinion, but considers the 
conditions in Iowa and Kansas in wide con- 
trast with those prevailing in Pennsylvania 
and Rhode Island, and does not hesitate to 
predict that if anything more is attempted in 
the former States than to ingraft local option 
on @ general policy of prohibition it will sure- 
ly fail. 

Iowa and Kansas are agricultural States. 
They are not influenced by large city popula- 
tions suchas are found in Pennsylvania, 
norare they controlled by the manufactur- 
ing and commercial classes, as is the case 
with Rhode Island. On the contrary, in 
Iowa and Kansas even the smaller cities and 
towns are permeated with the strong tem- 
perance sentiment of the rural districts 
about them and hence, save in a few excep- 
tional instances, public sentiment will in- 
dorse and support a probibitory policy. Pro- 
hibition must continue to be the general 
policy of these States. Such is the will of a 
Majority of the people, and there is no 
reason whatever to believe that among the 
thrifty, frugal, temperate, American-born 
farmers of Iowa and Kansas there has been 
any great reaction against prohibition. These 
farmers have no more toleration for saloons 
now than at any previous time. They are 
constitutionally opposed to the liquor traffic 
and will not consent to the establishment of 
dramshops in their communities. They ought, 
however, while preserving the rights of ma- 
jority rule and home rule in their own com- 
munities to extend the same privilege to the 
larger towns in their States which have been 
surrendered to free whisky in the name of 
prohibition. While prohibition is toacertain 
extent enforced in the rural districts and 
smaller towns in Iowa and Kansas it is a 
wretched failure in the larger places. Ex- 
perience has shown that it cannot be en- 
forced in hostile communities. Why, then, 
should such places not be permitted to de- 
fend and protect themselves by high license 
taxation! Where prohibition is impossible 
why should there not be regulation and re- 
striction? 

If the question is properly presented the 
farmers of lowa and Kansas may modify the 
general prohibitory laws so as to permit 
cities which declare in favor of high license 
by a majority vote to substitute that policy 
for the prevailing rule. More than this the 
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farmers of Iowa and Kansas will not do. lf 
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they grant focal option it will be only where 
they have found by experience it is imprac- 
ticable to enforce prohibition. They may 
consent to modify the law in its application 
to the larger cities, but it would be absurd to 
expect a “tidal wave” against prohibition 
in Iowa and Kansas. 


THE UNITED STATES, CUBA, AND SPAIN. 

It is almost amusing, the periodical dec- 
la ration of the Spanish Minister of the 
Colonies to the Cortes that the United States 
has made no proposition relative to the pur- 
chase of Cuba and that no proposal looking 
to the sale of the island will be entertained 
by the Spanish Government. The first part 
of the statement is categorically correct. 
The United States has made no such proposi- 
tion, nor will it in the future. It has no 
desire for Cuba, as it can make better 
bargains in another direction, if it is so dis- 
posed. As to the second part of the state- 
ment, the frequency with which it is made 
raises a question of insincerity. If a serious 
proposition were made to debt-ridden Spain 
we fear it might be entertained in spite of all 
these assurances. If they are honest, how- 
ever, the Spaniards will feel relieved when 
they learn that no proposition can or will be 
made. The United States has no more use 
tor Cuba than it hus for a last year’s bird’s- 
nest. So Spain can hold on to Cuba with the 
assurance she will not be tempted or forced 
to relinquish her grasp. 

There are several reasons why the United 
States does not want Cuba. First, the culti- 
vatable land has been worn out by nearly 200 
years of continuous cropping. Second, the 
entire island has been squeezed dry by Spain. 
Third, its finances are in an almost inextri- 
cable condition and its property is complete- 
ly incumbered by mortgages. Fourth, the 
population is so completely Spanish, proud, 
prejudiced, ignorant, and insolent, and un- 
Anglo-American in all its modes of thought 
and action that it would be a tedious and 
difficult task to assimilate it and Americanize 
it. A sample of this difficulty is to be found 
in New Mexico and Arizona, but it would be 
still greater in Cuba. There are other rea- 
sons, but a wornout soil, disordered finances, 
squeezed out resources, and an un-American 
people are sufficient to explain why the 
United States does not want Cuba. It will 
have a more attractive opportunity when 
the time comes for it by extending an 
American protectorate over Hayti, begin- 
nipg with the San Domingo half. In 
Hayti the lands have not been cropped 
out, the finances are not objectionable, 
the resources are almost untouched, and the 
population is colored, and once the soil was 
ready for scientific tillage by the application 
of American skill and capital these blacks 
could all be utilized at good wages and could 
be brought speedily into harmony with 
American ideas. We should not own Hayti 
long before Cuba would be comparatively 
worthless to Spain, as the American market 
for its surplus would cease, being transferred 
to Hayti. The day Hayti became ours the 
value of Cuba would largely decline, as it is 
only the American market for its products 
that gives the island what prosperity it has 
and enables it to sustain the spoliation and 
misgovernment of Spain. If Hayti were un- 
der our flag we should hear a different re- 
port from that which the Spanish Colonial 
Minister seems to be so fond of making. He 
would be more likely to report that, having 
offered Cuba to the United States at an ex- 
orbitant figure, the latter had declared it 
wouldn’t take the island as a gift.

THE CLAN-NA-GAEL MANIFESTO. 

The manifesto issued by the executive 
council of the Clan-na-Gael, and signed by 
four of its members—Luke Dillon of Phila- 
delphia, James Tierney of Brooklyn, Ed- 
ward O’Meagher Condon of New York, 
and Mortimer Scanian of Chicago—asserts 
that its members are first of all citizens 
of the Unitea States, that their obligations 
are not inconsistent with tne duties 
they owe to their Government, that it dis- 
claims any right or intention to pledge, bind, 
order, or authorize any one to “commit any 
act forbidden by the laws of the United 
States, or to conceal knowledge which he 
may possess of any crime when summoned 
to testify before court or jury, or questioned 
in the confessional,“ that the organization 
must not be held responsible for the acts of 
those who were at the head of the organiza- 
tion in the past, and that everything has 
been eliminated from the constitution and 
obligation which might be deemed objec- 
tionable by the ecclesiustical or civil author- 
ities. 

This is a fair showing upon the surface, 
and its plausibility at least is emphasized by 
tte aid which Mr. Dillon has volunteered 
to the authorities in the investigation of the 
Cronin murder, but it does not go far enough 
td satisfy the American public. It still re- 
mains a secret, oathbound organization, and 
its executive council is unwilling to make 
public tLe obligations assumed by its mem- 
bers. Even eliminating all that was done 
by the notorious triangle in 1882-’83, includ- 
ing the circulars inciting to violence, much 
remains that has yet to be explained before 
the Clan-na-Gael can convince the public that 
it is a harmless and unobjectionable associa- 
tion. The executive council must explain 
why itis that every man thus far arrested 
and every man thus far suspected belongs to 
the Clan-na-Gael; that all of Dr. Cronin's 
enemies are members; that those who threat- 
ened his life are members; that those who 
have interfered to baffle the authorities are 
members; that the witnesses with false tes- 
timony or short memories are members; that 
the records of one of its camps which might 
have thrown some light upon the investiga- 
tion have disappeared; and, in fine, that the 
Clan-na-Gael itself has been the only obsta- 
cle that has stood in the way of the authori- 
ties. It is also incumbent upon the quadri- 
lateral council to explain away a glaring in- 
consistency in their manifesto. In one sen- 
tence they affirm that they are Irishmen 
who desire to aid their motherland to resist 
oppression, as the people of France assisted 
Washington. The people of France assisted 
Washington at first with money and muni- 
tions of war and then with men. In the 
next sentence they affirm that they are first 
of all American citizens, to whose Govern- 
ment alone they owe allegiance and whose 
laws they are bound to obey and uphold at 
ali times, etc. Ifthis be so, is it not patent 
to them that they cannot assist Ireland 
as France assisted Washington, unless 


this country were at war with Great Britain, 
without violating their obligations as Amer- 


ican citizens! Undoubtedly there are good 
men in the Cian-na-Gael organization, many 
of whom never realized the unfortunate po- 
sition in which they would be placed. Such 
men should lose no time in getting out of it. 
Even assuming all the quadrilateral asserts 
to be true, jt bas failed to show that it can 
accomplish anything which the Land League 
openly, publicly, and constitucionaily cannot 
do and do better. The Clan-na-Gael is not 
wanted as a secret organization, and the 
sooner it ceases to be secret or disbands alto- 
gether the sooner it will escape the danger 
of falling into the hands of dangerous or dis- 
honest men. 

There is also one significant fact about this 
manifesto which should not be vuverlooked. 
It is signed by only four members of the ex- 
ecutive council. J. J. Rogers of Brooklyn, 
J. M. Leonard of Fall River, Mass. J. J. 
Bradley of Fhiladelphia (who is the coun- 
cil’s chairman), and Larry Buckley of Chi- 
cago, four otber members, do not attach 


think they have made arrangements 
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their signatures. This is enough of itself to 
make the document of no practical value. 
These four men, however, by their silence 
have placed themselves in an unenviable 
light before the American people, and while 
the circular, as Tun TRIBUNE has shown, is a

“THE TRIANGLE” AND ITS ALLIES. 


The anti-annexationists have practically 


given up the fight everywhere except in the 
Town of Lake. Tnere they have hopes, be- 
cause they have succeeded in uniting in a 
common cause elements as incongruous as 
“the Puritan and the blackleg.“ The leaders 
of the antis are the members of “the trian- 
gie”—“ Buck’? McCarthy, McInerney, and 
Gahan. Behind the convicted boodler and 
his associates march some of the deluded tem- 
perance mea of Englewood, the officehoiders, 
the scuamp “ contractors, Mr. Armour, and 
the managers of the Stock-Yards Company. 
This is & queer lot of pe@pie to be caught in 
one bed—men who will not recognize one an- 
other on the streets, but who intend to unite 
Saturday in voting against annexation. How 
does it happen that they are tailing along 
after a man who at the request of a Cook 
County jury paid over to the Cierk of the 
Criminal Court a thousand dollars because of 
his eccentric way of doing business as a 
County Commissioner? 

The Englewood people—happily the num- 
ber of them is lessening day by day—believe 
that. their prohibition district will be safer 
in McCarthy’s hands than their own. They 
have decided that he hates saloons and all 
that therein is. As for Mr. Armour, who 
once signed a declaration in favor of annexa- 
tion, he now says he did so under a misap- 
prehension. 


We are well satisfied with the present form of 
government in the Town of Lake and do not de- 
sire any change. Everything is just as we want 
it now, and going into the city would only be en- 
countering new dangers against which we are 
now protected. 


What has McCarthy been doing for Mr. 
Armour that the latter has enlisted in his serv- 
ice? What are the new dangers” which Mr. 
Armour would encounter were Lake annexed 
from which he is now protected“! 
mean that the assessment is to be made quite 
low? Is that why he desires no change? If 
so it is time for the small property-owners to 
take the alarm, for they are in great danger. 
Luckily they have the votes with which to 
protect themselves. 

A “satisfactory ” assessment of the pack- 
ers and the Stock-Yards Company means a 
proportionately higher assessment of the lots 
and cottages of the small property-owners. 
Where Mr. Armour is assessed a twentieth 
they will be assessed afifth. Thus they who 
have little money will be called on to pay 
higher taxes than those who have much. 
When the County Board this summer gets 
the returns of the Town of Lake Assessor, if 
it finds that there has been any shrinkage in 
the valuation of the town or that it has not 
increased as much as it ought to it will raise 
it. This will affect the packers, of course, 
but it will come harder on the small property- 
owners, who are valued proportionately 
higher. If annexation fails they will have to 
pay the big tax rates of the Town of Lake 
and their taxes will be about 30 per cent more 
than they now are, for the triangle“ will 
levy every dollar the law allows it to. If au- 
nexation succeeds, even in case the valuation 
is put up, the taxes collected will be on the 
lower Chicago rate and will be less than 
they now are. 

It is for the lot and cottage owners of Lake 
to settle the controversy. If they want their 
property confiscated,.if they want their taxes 
so high that they will have to mortgage their 
houses to pay them, then they will vote 
against annexation. If they want lower 
taxes they will vote for it. The Stock- Yards 
people are against annexation because they 
“ with 
the present form of government by which 
they can get lower taxes through the defeat 
of annexation. Of course, that means higher 
ones for every other taxpayer in the town, 
but what is that to them? They are looking 
after their own interests. . Have not the lit- 
tle taxpayers sense enough to do the same 
thing! They have votes given them for 
their protection. This is the time to use 
them. Be sure that every man whom you see 
marching under the banner of McCarthy and 
“tne triangle“ has been protected.“ But 
their protection means your destruction. 
So vote for annexation and your own pro- 
tection.

STONEWALL JACKSON AND THE BLACK 
FLAG, 

Stonewall Jackson is the latest man who 
has reason to pray that he may be delivered 
from his friends. While the dead Confed- 
erate soldier does not rank as high at the 
North as at the South, he has always been 
regarded on this side of Mason and 
Dixon’s line as a man of decided military 
ability, who planned wisely and executed 
promptly, who taught his soldiers to march 
well and fight well, and who was able to 
command their blind, unquestioning confi- 
dence. While he was known to be even 
fanatically devoted to the cause for which 
he fought and died, yet it was never believed 
that he was the savage and the foul that his 
biographer and friend“ is now telling the 
world he was. 

R. L. Dabney, now professor of philosophy 
in Texas, who during the war was on Gen. 
Jackson’s staff, makes the statement that 
one Gay during the valley campaign of 1862 
be asked the General whether the army 
rumor that he would have begun the war 
under the black flag was true and that the 
General replied squarely“: 


Yes, he believed we should not have begun to 
take any prisoners in this war, and that he 
should have adopted this plan distinctly, in the 
interest of humanity. Because he felt sure that 
the war would have been thus ended with far 
less effusion of blood. He added that this could 
not be, like other diplomatic wars, a struggle for 
a boundary or a province, but for our people, a 
struggle for life und death, and it would have been 
best for the people to have its true character 
unmasked to them from the first. This war, be- 
fore its end, will certainly disclose its piratical 
character. Thus Mr. Lincoln is reported as now 
declaring that it is not a war of abolition. But 
whether he knows it or not itis surely destined 
to become such. 


The time would come, continued the Gen- 
eral, when the slaves would be armed against 
their masters. Then, of course, it would be 
absurd and impossible to treat that as civil- 
ized war. Thus President Davis would find 
himself in a dilemma. The enemy would 
adopt such measures that bloody retaliation 
would be necessary, but by that time thou- 
sands of Southern soldiers would bein the 
hands of the North. 


Now, he added, foreseeing these things, I would 
have advised taking no prisoners, and teaching 
our volunteers at the outset that when they went 
into action it must be victory or death literally 
for them asit is going to be for their country.

tions. There was some idie talk at the be- 
ginning of the war, by Southern blather- 
skites who were not at the front, that a 
„war of extermination” should be waged 
and that every captured enemy should be 
killed, but hitherto no man of military re- 
pute has been credited with such views. It 
is most likely that Prof. Dabney misunder- 
stood Jackson, and that what the latter 
talked about was his plan for the conduct of 
the war, which Tae Trreun# referred to 
the other day. That was the  forma- 
uon of “light, movable columns” to 
invade the North. It was Jackson’s inten- 
tion to take no prisoners during these forays 
except high civil officials, whom he would 
hold for ransom. Captured soldiers he would 
parole at the point of the bayonet, ** with the 
expressed understanding tbat if ever taken 
„again they would be put to the sword with- 
“out trial,’ In this way the South would 
not have the expense and bother of guarding 
Federal prisoners, and, according to the laws 
of war, the Union soldiers thus parolled 
could not take the field till they had been 
exchanged. An unexchanged prisoner, when 
captured, has to take his chances. 

Until there is some further evidence than 
Prof. Dabney’s late statements that Stone- 
wall Jackson desired to blacken an honora- 
bie military career by turning pirate no one 
will put faith in these stories about the pro- 
posed murder of defeated enemies. 


Ir appears that some suburban policemen 
and firemen are fighting annexation. Those per- 
sons must be either foolish or poor specimens of 
public servants. No good policeman or fireman 
Will act thus. Sec. 17 of the Annexation law 
provides as follows: “All policemen and firemen 
lawfully in the employ of any city. village, or 
incorporated town the whole of which may be 
annexed to another, as provided in this act, shall 
be transferred to and become a part of the Police 
and Fire Department force of such city, village, 
or incorporated town.“ Thus by annexation 
suburban policemen will exchange a precarious 
position for a permanent one. In the suburbs, 
especially in Lake and Lake View, a policeman's 
or a fireman's position depends on the result of 
the spring election. There are yearly changes. 
In Chicago, on the other hand, policemen and 
firemen hold their positions during good be- 
havior. The only persons who have to fear an- 
nexation are the loafers of the suburban depart- 
ments, the political tramps and pensioners. 
These are the persons who are fighting annexa- 
tion. Good officers in both the Fire and Police 
Departments are attending closély to their busi- 
ness and wili vote for annexation Saturday. It 
should be remembered, too, that policemen and 
firemen are paid from 10to 25 per cent more in 
Chicago than in the suburbs, To good policemen 
and firemen, then, annexation means permanency 
and better pay.

THE AMERICAN MEDICAL ASSOCIATION. 


It Is Now in Session at Newport, R. L— 
The Kash Monument. 

Provipence, R. I. June 26.—[{Special. }— 
The American Medical Association is hold- 
ing its annual meeting at Newport. The 
meeting opened yesterday, but the day was 
given up principally to pleasure excursions. 
Today the business session was presided 
over by President W. W. Dawson of Cincin- 
nati. Thirty-two States and Territories and 
the District of Columbia were represented 
by delegates. Dr. Wilham Pepper of Phila- 
„** an address on general medi- 
cine. e devoted much of his address to a 


phia. Dr. Rush was especially successful in 
fever cases, and besides, a philanthro- 
pist and an able writer. Dr. Pepper urzed 
the erection of a monument in his nonor. 

Surgeon A. R. Gibson of the United States 
navy reported for the Rush monument. 
About $1,000 had been raised towards the 

000 grequired for a monument. Quite 
a large sum was collected at the close of this 
address. It was voted to apvoint a commit- 
tee consisting of one member from each 
county society to obtain subscriptions. 

A resolution was passed to the effect that 
plague spots are a menace to the Nation and 
should be eradicated, and that the Govern- 
ment should take measures to that end. 

‘MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 26.—At today’s 
session of the National Institute of Home- 
opathy the President of the Committees on 

edical Literature, Foreign Correspondence, 
and Medical Legislation were submitted. A 
number of letters were read from foreign 
correspondents giving the progress of work 
in Russia, Germany, and England. The re- 
ports of the various bureaus on pedology, by 
IL. C. Grosvenor of Chicago, and obstetrics, 
by Sheldon Leavitt of Chicago, were a tech- 
nical discussion and history of the progress 
in these various lines during last vear. 

A great part of the time was taken up with 
a discussion of the prejudice against home- 
opathy. The Committee on Medical Liter- 
ature reported that in some of the New York 
lioraries a systematic attempt had been made 
to suppress homeopathic literature in the 
catalogues. 

J. P. Dake presented the report on interna- 
tional pharmacopeia. The Committee on In- 
ternational Congress reported progress and 
asked leave to hold another meeting before 
reporting. ThenS. B. Parsons made the ad- 
dress for the bureau of surgery, outlining 
the progress that has been made in the last 
year. . 

One of the most important subjects that 
came up for the consideration of the insti- 
tute was the subject of Medica! Legisla- 
tion.“ The committee, after referring to 
this gigantic allopathic monopoly“ and ex- 
piaining in detail the scheme by which it is 
proposed to wipe out the homeopathic med- 
ical profession, concluded with a series of 
resolutions protesting against the “ allopathic 
monopoly and against all medical legisla- 
uon that shall in any degree restrict the lib- 
erty of thought and the freedom of investi- 
gation.

AUTHENTIC NEWS FROM HAT TI. 


Col. Preston of Legitime’s Staff Claims the 
Future Is Brighter than Reported. 

New York, June 26.—[Special.]—Several 
persons who have played and may again 
piay important parts in the Haytian war ar- 
rived from Port au Prince on the Dutch 
steamship Prinz Wilhelm I. this morning. 
They were Gen. Herard Laforest, Military 
Governor of Port au Prince; Leon Huttinot, 
Chancellor of the French Legation at Port 


au Prince, and Col. Stephen Preston Jr., son 
of the Haytian Minister at Washington. 


Col. Preston, who left here Feb. 16 last, 
brought to the Legation the first authentic 
information of the war in Hayti received in 
months. Col. Preston said: The reports 
circulated here that Legitime has been de- 
feated and 1s besieged at Port au Prince are 
false. True, he has met with losses. Gen. 
Piquant’s treachery when near Cape Hay- 
tian almost destroved the army. The Gen- 
eral turned traitor, fled to Havana, 
and his troops, panic stricken, 
lost their heads. Through Piquant 
Legitime lost all of the North, but the future 
is bright, although Legitime’s forces are now 
only in possession of Mirebelais, fifteen miles 
to the north and east of Port au Prince or 
the Domirican line, and Archives, fourteen 
miles north on the coast line. From Mire- 
belais to Archives pickets guard the line. 
Gonaives and St. Marchave have been re- 
taken by Hippolyte, but he will not hold 
them long.“ 

Col. Preston is an aide on the staff of Legit- 
ime and one of the most trusted men in the 
army. He says that the 16th of the present 
month Legitime raised a second loan of 8000. 
000 from the merchants of Port au Prince to 
carry on the war. In addition 500 of Gen. 
Piquant’s men came straggling into Port au 
Prince June 8, with 300 Dominicans, who 
joined his cause shortly after. 

„% We've had some lively times down there,“ 
said Col. Preston, “although there is no 
danger of an insurrection at Port au Prince.”

AMONG THE RAILROADS. 


THE ALTON ANNOUNCES A CUT IN 
WESTERN PASSENGER RATES, 


First-Class Limited Tickets to Colorado 
Points Reduced to $26—The Road 
Ciaims That Its Competitors Have Reen 
Violating Agreements—Denver Scalpers 
Said to Be Doing Too Much Basiness— 
Denial of the Application of the St. 
Joseph & Grand Isiand. 


The Chicago & Alton gave notice last evening 
that July 1 it would reduce the rate on first-class 
limited tickets from Chicago to Denver, Pueblo, 
and Colorado Springs to $26, the present rate be- 
ing $30, and that simultaneous reductions in inter- 
mediate rates would be mauve to comply with the 
Inter-State Commerce law. It is quite certain 
that the Rock Island, Burlington, and other 
roads will meet the Alton's new rate, The rea- 
son for the action of the latter road is that for 
several months some of its competitors, notably 
the Rock Island, had failed to enforce the 
agreed descriptive. non-transferable feature of 
their $50 round trip tourist tickets to the points 
named, and that this failure enabled ticket 
brokers to dispose of these tickets in such a way 
as to reduce the single trip ratesin both direc- 
tions. The Alton claims that about 600 return 
portions of such tickets were in the hands of 
scalpers in Deaver, but General Manager St. 
John denies this statement, and claims that not 
over a dozen tickets of the issue of his roads 
could be map in broker's hands at Denver, 
and that a orough search of the market there 
showed that anly about thirty tickets in all, and 
over all the hhnes, were in the hands bf out- 
siders. However this may be, the Alton 
people say they can buy all the tickets 
they want over the Rock Island at a cut rate, 
and that anybody can travel ou those tickets re- 
gardless of the description of the buyer on the 
ticket. . 

“The ticket may state.“ said an Alton official 
yesterday, that the purchaser is a colored 
woman, 20 years old, and the coaductor will ac- 
cept it from a gray bearded minister of the Gos- 
pel. The agreement.“ he said, cannot be cur- 
ried out as long as such practices are counte- 
nanced,"’ 

In order to prevent, if possible, a passenger 
war or other serious complications, the Alton a 
day or two ago permitted the matter to be re- 
ferred to Chairman Abbott for decision, It 
was understood at the time, however, 
that the. Alton would only be _ satisfied 
with a decision that first-class rates 
shoujd be reduced to a basis that would prevent 
scalpers from manipulating round trip tickets to 
cut regular rates, or with an order that all issues 
of round trip tickets should be withdrawn by the 
various roads, 


Mr. Abbott rendered his decision yesterday 


ana it was anything but satisfactory to the 
Alton. The result is the road's notice of a re- 
duction in the rate to Denver frora $30.65 to $26. 
Mr. Abbott in his decision says: 

It was the duty of all the lines to strictly en- 
force the descriptive, non-transferable feuture 
of these tourist tickets and thus protect the 
standard single-trin rates, and at the conference 
held the 22d and with inst. to consider this sub- 
ject it was denied that there had been any laxity 
in tne enforcement by those lines of the agreed 
rules, and the attention of the Chicago & 
Aiton Company was directed to the fact 
that if they knew that tourist tickets had 
been thus improperly handled and dealt in 
to the injury of single-trip rates and rev- 
enues for some months past it was their duty as 
a member of this association to promptiv call 
the attention of the Chairman thereto, so that 
steps could have been taken to investigate, and 
if found necessary afford immediate relief and 
protection not only to the Chicago & Alton, but 
ulso to otner members of this association simi 
larly interested in the business in question, but 
no complaint of such alleged irregularity on the 
part of any of its competitors was made by the 
Chicago & Alton Company until the 20th inst. 


The Chicago & Alton has submitted no * 


dence in substantiation of the statement 

about 600 return portions of tourist tickets are

tines and forfeitures of revenue provided by the 


association agreement to be imposed when 
charges of infraction presented to the Chairman 
are sustained, are, in his judgment, sufficient to 
protect the members of the association against 
any such irregularities as have been alleged; 
but beyond this the Chairman is of the opinion 
that tnese lines canyot fail to appreciate the re- 
sponsibility that rests upon them of conserving 
their individual revenues, which can only be 
done by faithfully observing the wise covenants 
they have entered into with each other. 

After careful consideration the Chairman 
rules that the present situation does not warrant 
a reduction of fares to Colorado points.” 

The Alton having decided to make the reduc- 
tion notwithstanding the decision of the Chair- 
man, other roads will necessarily have to meet 
the rates, and fears are expressed that this is 
the ne of a serious passenger rate war 
between the Western roads.. 


The St. Joe & Grand Island. 

At a meeting of the managers of the Trans- 
Missouri Association June 14 application was 
made by the St. Joseph & Grand Isiand Railroad 
for permission to make the same rates on grain 
from certain points in Nebraska via St. Joseph, 
Mo., as ure in force by the Fremont, Elkhorn & 
Missouri Valley Road via Sioux City. The man- 
agers failed to agree, and an appeal to the Ex-

To engage in this traffic via St. Joseph the St. 
Joseph & Grand Island Railroad would transport 
the grainin a southeasterly direction through 
Nebraska, along the border of Kansas, and 
through the northeastern corner of that State to 
St. Joseph. Its competitor. the Fremont, Elk- 
horn & Missouri Valley Railroad, transports the 
grain in a northeasterly direction through Ne- 
Draska. without an immediate effect upon 
the State of Kansas, except possibly at 
its one terminal point near the Kansas 
State line. The minimum rate of 2 cents per 
100, in force by the Fremont, Elkhorn & Missouri 
Valley Railroad to St. Paul from its Nebraska 
points is upon tne Mississippi River oasis, so- 
called; while the transportation of the same 
traffic by the St. Joseph & Grand Island Rail- 
road would carry the grain through a district 
where St. Paul traffic is placed upon a Chicago 
basis or higher, the Chicago basis being five 
cents per 100 pounds in excess of the Mississippi 
River basis. [The Fremont, Elkhorn & Missouri 
Valley Railroad transports the grain via Missouri 
River crossings where the rate to St. Paul and 
Minneapolis, from such crossings proper, on a 
Chicago basis, is not in excess of the Mississippi 
River basis from interior Nebraska points on the 
Fremont, Elkhorn & Missouri Valley. The sa

The New Commodity tes. 


There is no probability that the Iowa lines will 
be able to keep the new reduced commodity 
rates to St. Paul away from Iowa and. Missouri 
River points. The Central Iowa and Chicago, 
St. Paul & Kansas City Roads are determined to 
give the new rates to Marshalltown and other 
Iowa points on their lines and this will compel 
the Iowa lines to make the same rates. Besides, 
the low commodity rates to St. Paul seriously 
affect the business of Sioux City jobbers and 
they are clamoring for correspondingly low 
rates. The Illinois Central runs to Sioux City 
and not to St. Paul, and it is, therefore, for 
its interest to protect the Sioux City merchants 
against the competition of St. Paul merchants. 
Doubt is expressed as to the legality of commod- 
ity rates. Ititclaimed that they discriminate 
against small merchants who are unable to ship 
full car-loads. But in view of the Lake Superior 
competition the railroads are compelled to make 
such low commodity rates to protect the Chicago 
merchants and manufacturers against Eastern 
competition. To make equally low rates on less 
than car-load lots. or on all 8 freights, 
we uld ruin every Western road. 


The Penneylvania Company’« Losses. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 26.—The Board of 
Directors of the Pennsylvania Railroad today 
held their first meeting since the recent floods. 
The result of the examination of the several 
main lines was discussed, and while no 
accurate estimate wus submitted as to 
the cost of making repairs and 
placing the property in the same 
condition us it was before the flood, reports suf- 
ficiently in detail were presented to show that on 
all the lines of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road system, including the Pbhiladelphia 
& Erie Ruilroad and the Northern Cen- 
tral Railway, the damage done would 
not exceed from 81.500, 000 to $1,750,000. This 
amount will be- entirely supplied from the sur- 
plus profits of all the companies whose lines 
were affected, which surplus is intended to meet 
just such extraordinary emergencies. The cur- 
rent net revenues of the several companies will, 
therefore, not be affected in any way except by 
the ioss of trafiic. 


Complaints of towa Jobbers. 

Des MorNnes, Ia.. June 26,—[(Special.)—The 
Railway Commission were in receipt today of 
lengthy complaints from Burlington and Daven 
port shippers and jobbers to the effect that by 
the refusal of the Chicago, Rock Island & Pa- 
cific and the Burlington, Cedar Rapids & North- 
ern Railways to maintain and enforce a joint 
distance tariff they were being so greatly dis- 
criminated against that they were being slowly 
but surely driven from business... The tield is be- 
ing controlled by parties lwing tside ot the 
State. The merchants of other ts similarly 
affected are taking their traveling Men from the 
road, and will eventually be forced to close their 
business houses and move outside.of the State. 
Therefore they ask the commissian:to fix a day 
for a hearing of their complaint, in order that a 
through distance tariff may be established and 
enforced by the commissior.

ISHPEMING, Mich., June 26.—{Special.]—The 
Duiuth & Boston Limited, knowa to railroaa 
men as the Transcontinental Flyer,“ will be 
put on July 1, passing over the Duluth, South 
Shore & Atlantic from Sault Ste.

NO APPRAISER JUST YET. 


JUDGE JAMIESON DECIDES THAT 
JUDGE HORTON .MAY ACT. 


The Opera-House Company Take an Ap- 
peal, Pending Which No Vatuation Will 
Be Made—Ferd Peck Makes a Propost- 
tion Which Both the Court and the 
Other Side Decline to Accept—Various 
Legal Notesa—The Record—The Call. 

The injunction procured by tne Chicago Opera- 
House Company restraining Judge Horton from 
acting as the third appraiser of the land on 
which the Chicago Opera-House 1s situated was 
dissolved by Judge Jamieson yesterday. The 
court delivered an opinion in which he said that 
the affidavits uf the complainants and defendants 
as to the value of the land were not material on 
the motion by the Pecks to dissolve the injunc- 
tion, and he would not consider them. The 
point was whether or not the appraiser for the 
Pecks, W. R. Manierre, did anything in thé at- 
tempt to make an appraisemeat which rendered 
the attempt invalid and gave the lessees the 
right to enjoin the action of Judge Horton. 

The court said that it was not contended that 
the appointment of Manierre or of Kedzie, the 
appraiser for the Opera-House Company, was not 
in strict conformity with the terms of the lease. 
But it was insisted that after their appointment 
Manierre acted wholly under the direction of 
the Pecks in his consultations with Kedzie, and 
80 purposely and advisedly conducted himself 
as to Dring about the failure to agree upon a 
valuation or a third appraiser, thus giving the 
lessors an advantage in the ability to select 
Judge Horton, who, as their attorney, had pre- 
pared the lease. 

To establish this charge the proof submitted 
by the Opera House Company was the bill sworn 
to by W. D. Kerfoot, President of the company. 
and the aflidavit of Kedzie. Kertoot's evidence 
was mere hearsay derived from Kédzie, and 
Kedzie was contradicted by Manierre and the 
Pecks. It was manifest that Kedzie and Ma- 
nierre both consulted with their piincipal as to 
the qualifications of the person named for third 
appraiser, but the court found that neither did 
anything dishonest, and he said nobody could 
find fault with the fact of a consultation under 
such circumstances whén it was not accompa 
nied by an intent ta do a wrong. 

The appraisers having honestly disagreed, the 
right accrued to the Pecks to pursue the course 
they did. Being so empowered they chose Judge 
Horton. Judge Jamieson said that for him to 
say that Judge Horton was not a competent per- 
son to act because he had acted as the attorney 
for the lessors in preparing the case was to put 
into the contract of lease a limitation that did 
not exist, The court was not called on to can- 
cel or reform the lease nor to make a new con- 
tract for the parties. They had made their own 
coutract and must abide by it. There was no 
ground on which an injunction could be main- 
tained. 

Ferd W. Peck made a brief address to the 
court, in which be said that the case having been 
decided in his favor he would be magnanimous, 
and to show that he did not specially desire 
Judge Horton to alone act as the third appraiser 
he made the proposition that Judge Jamieson 
sit with him.

HOW THE DIRECTORS OF THE ROAD

Stockhoiders to Be Assessed $10 a Share 
and Bonds to Be Keduced in Order to 
Raise Money to Meet Current Expenses 
Bears Badly Wounded in New York by 
a Sharp advance in Wheat—A Break in 
Cotton-Seed Ol Infuriates Wall Street 
Traders, | 


Boston, Mass. June 2%6.—[Special.]—The 
Atchison directors are making a queer canvass 
of the larger stockholders of the road relative to 
Same plan of readjustment. The new manage- 
ment has done nothing yet to pull the road from 
the hole in which circumstances placed it. It is 
not, however, that they do not pro- 
pose to do something. Three general 
plans for the readjustment of Atchison 
affairs are proposed. The first, it ig 
understood, is backed by the Baring Bros., 
the second by ex-Director Nickerson, and the 
third by some of the larger stockholders. The 
first two look more particularly to the protec- 
tion of the junior securities, The third plan, 
which gives the most general satisfaction, recog- 
nizes the fact that the system has not only to 
raise much money to meet current expenses but 
that a permanent fund is greatly needed. To 
secure this an assessment of $10 a share on all 
then looks to 
the reduction of all the bonds 
of 4% to per cent, and to thus 
get some of the income out of the way. It then 
proposes the issue of stock for Kansas & West- 
ern and California Southern incomes. The stock 
exchanged for these will be non-assessable. The 
Sonora bonds are to be changed into incomes, 
Mr. Morgan has sounded the New York stock- 
holders and finds them favorable to this plan.
